The library staff consisted of eighteen girls and 
seventeen boys.

Donations of about fifty magazines came from 
various sources such as the Chamber of Commerce, 
science department, commercial department, and vari- 
ous individuals. 

This year a new system has been established be- 
tween the Hammond High School library and the 
Hammond Public Library. This system is called the 
"Interteacher’s Loan System.” The Hammond Public 
Library also loaned six hundred books for the students’ 
use. Miss Hawver is the librarian, assisted by Miss 
Allman, Miss Exley, and Henrietta Bernhardt, typist.

Throughout the school year the Speech Arts Club 
tostcred speech activity among the students of Ham- 
mond High School through intra-mural and inter- 
school competition. The club is open to any student 
who earns ten NFL points by attending speech tourna- 
ments, and by making community service speeches. 
Therefore, students who are actually interested and 
active in forensics comprise the club. 

Early in the year Hammond sponsored a tourna- 
ment and later attended meetings at the Indiana State 
Teachers’ College at Terre Haute, LaPorte, Thornton 
Fractional and George Rogers Clark. 

Officers for 1944-45 were Jim Schroeter and Nor- 
man Anderson, presidents; Norman Anderson and Paul 
Huebner, vice-presidents; Ronnie Krieger and Phyllis 
Wilson, secretaries; Ruth Norris and Phyllis Wilson, 
treasurers. 

The Hammond High debate team won the Calu- 
met Debate League, newly organized this year. Two 
rounds of debate were held on Wednesdays throughout 
22 weeks and the Hammond team finished with the 
best record. Competing in the Metropolitan Debate 
League at DePaul University in Chicago, Hammond 
placed high among the other schools. 

The District debate championship of the Open 
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State Elimination competition also went to the Ham- 
mond team by downing Clark, Whiting, Roosevelt and 
East Chicago Washington. 

Another honor piled up by the debate team was 
the victory at the Indiana State Teachers’ College, Terre 
Haute, by way of a clean 6 out of 6 sweep of the 
debates. Varsity speakers were Irving Fasan and Paul 
Huebner, affirmative; Norman Anderson and Don Peck- 
enpaugh, negative. 

The Hammond High chapter of the National 
Forensic League maintained its all-time state record, 
having won eleven individual championships at NFL 
state tourneys, and the debate teams, having won state 
three times and runner-up twice. 

The State NFL meet was held in Columbia City 
for two days, April 20 and 21. T. D. Reed, who has 
coached Hammond High teams since 1934, is the lead- 
ing coach on the basis of the point system of the 
National Speech League. 

The all-time high of 691 NFL points is held by 
Len Schroeter. James Jones holds 527 points; Julius 
Pewowar, 411; Betty Foss, 3 56; and Dick Reed, 322. 

Irving Fasan won the city-wide Rotary Discussion 
contest and placed second in the district.

The Calumet Herald is the official publication of 
Hammond High School, edited by and for the student 
body, and despite conditions and restrictions brought 
on by a fourth war-time year, the Herald published 
editions regularly during 1944-45 under the editor- 
ship of Irving Fasan. His staff for the year consisted 
of Larry Weiss and Jim Skufakiss, managing editors;

As an organ of student news, the Calumet Herald 
strived to inform the student body and faculty of all 
school activities and to support school projects through 
special editions. Because the Herald carries on all the 
functions of a regular newspaper, both editorial and 
financial, the paper also provides an excellent oppor- 
tunity for future journalists to gain valuable experience. 

The entire student body was greeted, on the first 
lay of school in September, with a sample copy of the 
Calumet Herald to introduce the paper to new mem- 
bers of the student body and faculty and as a gesture 
of friendship and school spirit to all returning teachers 
and students. 

A goal of one thousand subscriptions was set and 
more than met during a two-week drive. Gay posters 
throughout the building urged the students to buy 


the school paper at a special rate and about a dozen 
advisories turned in 100 per cent co-operation. The 
members of these advisories were rewarded with candy 
bars. 

To help put Hammond High School over the top 
on the third anniversary of Pearl Harbor Day, a 
special two-page edition of the Calumet Flerald was 
distributed to each student and teacher telling of 
Hammond’s previous achievements and the goals for 
the day. Hammond Fligh did it again! 

Throughout the vear, students and faculty were con- 
tinually urged, through the Herald, to purchase bonds 
and stamps in increasing proportions. The Sixth War 
Loan was wholeheartedly supported by the school pub- 
lication with cartoons, photographs, editorials, features 
snd mats supplied by the United States Treasury De- 
partment. 

In keeping with the Christmas spirit, a gala twelve- 
page copy was distributed to the student body and 
faculty on the day before Yuletide vacation began. 
Many colorful features, advertising displays and a 
photogravure section, the Scholastic Roto, gave the 
Christmas Calumet Herald special appeal. 

To give full support to the Hammond High team, the 
entire front page of the Herald, normally reserved for 
school news, was devoted to sports when Hammond 
won the sectional and regional basketball tournaments. 
The unorthodox make-up was used to spur the team 
in these tournaments. Valuable tournament statistics 
plus interesting features gave the front page a unique 
appearance. Tournament play was covered completely 
to give the student body the timely news most in 
demand.
